Tha Fate of Rerry Simpson, Who Was 


in Newark Saturday,—Leaves a 


Family of Five Children. 


Perry Simpson, .who lived about 


three and a'half miles east of New- 
ark,, in Madison township, was drown- 
ed-.early Sunday morning, or late Sat- 
urday night in the Licking- river near 
ffie Stadden bridge. 


'. -Mr. Simpson,."who'. leaves a widow 
and five-children, was- 51 years.of age. 
1-Je had been in Newark b.fi - Saturday 
and. had-started home that night. His 
horse arrived home about 3 o'clock 
the"next morning carrying only partof 
jthe harness and the shafts of the bug- 
gy. -•At'o.nce a searching pa'rty started 
out and early in >the morning- they 
founji Mr. • Simpson dead in the buggy 
in the stream.

The vehicle was near the center of 


the river and the dead ..man's body 
was partly in the buggy and partly in 
the water; his head -being under 'the 
water." The rgmains were taken to 
his late home and Coroner Scott J. 
Evans was called to view the body. 


The supposition 
is that Mr. Simp- 


son entered the ford about one-fourth", 
of a mile "above the bridge, and took 
a course down the river, getting into 
about • twenty feet 
of w-ater, • The 


horse swam through this, the buggy 
floating. Mr. .Simpson attempted to 
dfive up the opposite bank, having the 
lines wrapped about his wrists/ The 
shaft bar "broke and he was dragged 
out of the buggy, between the wheel 
and the shaft, when the lines broke, 
leaving him in the water, his head 
under.

THE AMERICA'S CUP. WON FIFTY YEARS AGO. ^ 


.Washington, D. C., Oct. 7.—The 


Schley court of inquiry has now. been 


in session about two week's and a half, 
and although ithere .will probably be 
another week of 'testimony on behalf 


of what -Mr. Rayner calls "the pros- 
ecution," the main points of its case 
have -been developed. Tha result BO 
far its about as follio.wa: 


1. It is charged against Schley that 


when he went to Cienfuegos to flnc 
out if the Spaniards were there, it not 
being known then where they w,ere, he 
delayed unreaaaonably long before go- 
ing to Santiago. The .government baa 
shown that he spant practically three 
days there. It has also been shown 
•that -the Cubans had agreed to com- 
municalte by certain signals with any 
commander who might come there 
and liat him know instantly whether 
the Spaniards were in the harbor, or 
not. On the other hand, it has been 
shown that this eod^ of signal, which 
wa3 iknown to Admiral Sampson, was 
kept from Admiral Schley, although 
Sampson sent' him a lot of other infor- 
mation. Therefore Schley could not 
hav.3 known what the Cuban signals 
meant. 'It hais also "baen shown that 
there was some firing aa ScMey ap: 


proached Cienfuegog, which led him 
:o believe that the Spaniards had just 
entered, and that" the batteries 
firing a signal of welcome to them. 
. 


2. .It is charged ihat when he went 


to Santiago he made slow jirogresa 'It 
has been proven by th« government 
that his speed waa slower than the 
ehips could have made. On the other 
hand, it has been proves that the- 
BmaHer .vessels made very slow time, 
some of 'item, -being damaged, and thai 
Schley slowed up. eo as'to avoid leav- 
ing them at the mercy of the enemy 
if the enemy should chance to meet 
them, Sohley not' knowing then where 
•the enemy ,was. It is also shown chat 
one of the slow vessels was -a broken 
down collier, the Merrimac, and tho? 
Schley did not want to go to Santiago 
without having her at hand to coal 
from. 


S. 'It' is charged -that when he got to 


Santiago he turned back, making a 
'•"retrograde movement," although, he 
changed hia mind directly after and 
came back to Santiago. It has been 
proven that he did this. On ihe other 
hand, it has bsan shown that (there 
was a wide diversity of opinion as to 
whether his coal supply . wag large 
enough to tnable him to give chase 
to the Spanish squadron if he Ehould 
meet them, and that, therefore, he may 
have been justified in assuming that 
he ought' not. to pursue .them until 
he had got coal enough on board. It 
has also been shown that aa soon aa 
the weather moderated enough to en- 
able him to coal at sea, he did turn 
back and. go to Santiago. 


4. It has been charged thai the 


scout veasela left 
an Santiago met 


Schley and notified him that the Span- 
ish fl^et WEB there, notwithstanding 
which he turned back as above relat- 
ed. This has been absolutely diap.rov- 
en by the testimony of the command- 
ers of all the scout vessels, who unan- 
imuosly say that they did not ielJ 
Schley the Spaniards 
w-ere at Saa- 


tiago, and did not, in fact, know that 
they were there. 


5. It is charged that Schley wag 25 


rnilas away when (the Spaniards were 
lisooy-jred by Captain Sigsbee.

Their estimates vary from one to seven 
miles out at sea, an<J nearly all agree 
that a line of. picket Ibbata was 
close ia shore, about .two miles from 
the harbor. -"Whether the blockade waa 
a sufficfently close one is a maltter ol 
judgment, but it is known that Samp-. 
son maintained it for two' days after ha 
got there, and then; altered it only very 
slightly.

^Marriage and Divorce. 


San Francisco, Oct. 7.—The house of 


bishops of the Episcopal church on 
Monday took up the remaining amend- 
ments to the constitution.

The 
committee has reported, by a vote of 
11 to 1, in favor of amending the can- 
on ot the solemnization of matrimony 
by adding the following section: "No 
minister shall solemnize a marriage 
between any two persons unless nor 
until by inauiry he shall have satisfied 
himself that neither person has been 
or is the husband or the wife of any 
other person living, unless the former 
marriage was annulled by a decree of 
some civil court of competent jurisdic- 
tion for cause existing before such for- 
mer marriage." 


Czolgosz Lauded. 


London, Oct. 7.—A fairly well at- 


tended meeting of anarchists was held 
in a hall m- Tottenham Court road, 
London, to hear a lecture on the as- 
sassination of President MeKinley by 
H. Kelly. The audience, largely com- 
posed of foreigners, applauded all ref- 
erence to "Saint Czolgosz'' and his 
"meritorious" act. The speakers in- 
cluded Enrico Malatesta, the Italian 
anarchist, who described the assassi- 
nation as "a deed of heroism." Kelly's 
lecture was a denunciation of Mr. Me- 
Kinley "s political career. He declared 
that they did not try to justify assas- 
sination, but rather to explain it as 
the outcome of "the oppression of 
workmen by capital.'* 4
